Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do,

marked as follows :

2. Every exploder of the type RHlNO-25 shall conflrin 

in every respect with the drawings No. RHTNO-11/ 
6R/70-P, dated the 14th December, 1970 and EB- 
25/1/6S-70, dated (he 14th September, 1970 and 
shall be identical with the samples tested at the 
Central Mining Research Station, Dhanbad. 

3. For ensuring quality control, every such exploder 

type RHINO-25 shall be tested at the Central 
Mining Research Station, Dhanbad for duration of 
cLiirent impulse to line, terminal Voltage, and resi- 
dual charge. If the duration of current impulse 
is in excess of 4 milliseconds, or if the 
terminal voltage is less than the rated voltage 
of 500 V to 600 V and if there is any residual 
current such an exploder shall not be sold or used.

G.S.R. 400 .— Tn exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 3E read with section 7 of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund, Family Pension and Bonus Schemes Act 1948 (46 of 
1948) the Central Government hereby makes the follow|ng 
scheme further to amend the Coal Mines Family Pension 
Scheme, 1971, namely 

1. (1) This scheme may be called the Coal Mines Family 
Pension (Second Amendment) Scheme, 1974. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Coal Mines Family Pcn.sion Scheme 1971, — 

(i) after sub paragraph (1) of paragraph 7 the following 

shall be inserted, namely : 

“Provided that where in the case of a member whose 
pay exceeds rupees one thousand per month, the 
contribution payable by the member, and by the 
employer in respect of such member, shall be 
limited to the amount payable on his pay of 
rupees one thousand (including dearness allowance, 
cash value of any food concessions and retaining 
allowance, if any, actually drawn) per month."; 

(ii) After sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 9 the following 

shall be inserted, namely r — 

“Provided that where in the case of a member whose 
pay exceeds nipccs one thousand per month the 
contribution payable by the Central Government 
shall be limited to the amount payable on his pay 
of rupees one thousand (including dearness 
allowaucc, cash value of any food concessions and 
retaining allowance, if any, actually drawn) per 
month.” 
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
